the obstruction. He had just succeed- 
ed in clearing the track, when

much larger rock, weighing several 
hundred pounds fell on him and tho 
mule. The mule jumped out of the 
way and was only badly bruised, bin 
Car'peu'cr was not quick enough, and 
was caught.
